The movement to rehabilitate the Ohio canal was given impetus 


.Friday at a meeting of the Ohio C.inal jiss-ocintion in the 
council 


room at Canal Dover, which was attended by representatives from 
Co&hoeton, Cleveland, Akron, Massillon,. Dover, Xew Philadelphia, 
Lock Seventeen, Port Washington and Tuscarawas. Forty canal 
enthnsiastics were optimistic over the fate of the old waterway af- 
ter the meeting had ended. 


So successful was the session and so full of enthusiasm, that 


the association is already planning a similar meeting to be held at 
some eitj alon<> the ancient ditch. 


"It was a more enthusiastic meeting than we had anticipated," 


said George W. Myers, Canal Dover, secretary and treasurer of the 
association. ''We are going to have more like it.'' 


The feature of the meeting was the unanimous adoption of a 


resolution protesting against the abandonment of any part of the 
Ohio & Eric canal between Cleveland and Dresden. This protest 
will be sent to Representative Hamcs. 


'Boost Barge Canal. 


Included in the resolution was 


.1 recommendation that a commis- 
sion be appointed and an approa- 
priation made to pay the expenses 
of that commission to make an in- 
vestigation and report on the ad- 
visability of building a barge can- 
al between Cleveland and Dres- 
den. This part of the resolution 
was discussed pro and con by the 
canal enthusiasts and it was decid- 
ed that such a canal would give 
unusual shipping advantages to 
cities'io'cate'd on its route. 


The resolution also asks that 


breaks in the banks of. the canal 
and. cnLvei:ts.Jn, the banks o£ the 
candl "bt? immediately repaired to 
take-care of the overflow of water 
and preyent/iurther damage to ad 
joining property. 


Th6 resolution 
followed the 


reading of a letter from 0. M. 
Tlines, state representative from 
Dennison, in which he explained] 
that his bill to abandon the Ohio 
canal from Sugarcrcek at Canal 
Dover to Coshocton did not con- 
template abandoning of thc re- 
mainder of the canal. 


He said he had advocated this 


because no revenue was being ob- 
tained by the state for water rent- 
als between Canal Dover and Co- 
shoeton.

SUB-MARINE 
RING BROKEN 


Admiralty Asserts That Campaign 


Against English Merchant Ship- 
ping Will End Soon--U-26 Re- 
ported Sunk. 


LONDON, MARCH 26.—Admiralty officials asserted today 


that Germany's ring of submarines about the British isle is being 
shattered and predicted that the campaign against English mer- 
chant shipping would soon be ended by the recall of the underwater 
craft from the task assigned them. 


Widespread rejoicing was caused by Hie announcement of the 


.sinking 0C the submarine U-29, comanded by Lieutenant Otto Wed- 
diftcn, Onnany's submarine hero. 
While no details of the destruc- 


tion of this vessels had been issued up to noon, it was stated at thp 
admiralty that there was good reason for believing that she had 
been sent to the bottom. 


If the report of the destruction. oL' the U-29 proves true, the 


British are rid of the. most dangerous of all the German subma- 
rine'!.

Liner Escapes Submarine 


The Wilson liner Tyeho arrived 


at Hull today aflei' narrowly es- 
caping destruction by the German 
submarine U-5 in the. Downs off 
the coast of Kent. The U-5 was 
headed Cor the Tycho when she 
was sighted by a lookout on the 
steamer. 


The Tycho's captain ordered 


that his vessel take a zigzag 
course, in the hope that thus it 
could avoid any torpedo fired by 
the U-5 and immediately sent up 
distress signals.- These were seen 
by British destroyers near the 
coast and they aped out to assist 
the Tycho. 


The TJ-fi abandoned its pursuit 


of the Tyeho when the destroyers 
appeared and dvshcd out into the 
North Sea.

This bill simply provides for tho belter enforcement of law in 


communities which have forbidden the hale of liquor; and the best 
proof of the eternal law breaking propensity of the big brewing and 
distilling interests all over the countiy is their petsiotent refusal to 
recognize the will of the people as expressed in local and state pro- 
hibitory legislation. 


The Vollemveider Bill lays down certain reasonable mid easily 


ouforciblc rules gcnerniug the shipment and receipt of liquor. The 
law in Ohio prevents the shipment of liquor in packages under fic- 
titious names. In order to evade this law, liquor dealeis ship to 
illicit dealers in dry territory in barrels and other receptacles with- 
out any mark oil them 
The courts do not agree as to Avhclhcr a 


shipment without any label comes under tlie law. The Yollemveid- 
er Bill, if a law, will make it clear that all packages must be labeled. 


Federal statutes already forbid the shipment of improperly la- 


beled packages of liquor. The proposed statute merely seeks to 
make the Ohio law conform to the federal statutes. By making the 
place of. delivery the place of sale, the bill seeks to protect dry towns 
and townships from the never-ceasing efforts of the liquor interests 
to nullify the plain will ol! ilio people as expressed in the IUAV. 


The "home rule" idea of the liquor interests works only one 


way. 
It takes ample care of communities which want the saloon, 


but it tries in every way to nullify the will of those which have voted 
them out. 
The Vollemvcider Bill is only an effort to uphold the will 


of the people in those eomnvunitios winch have had the effrontery to 
vote contrary to the way the Liquor Trust would have them vote. 


It Ls a good thing to keep up the 'a'gtfa't'ion about deducing pub- 


lic salaries whether anything is done or, not, simply to keep the of- 
fice holders from setting up a howl form uaise the minute they know 
the result ol the ollicial count. 


HEEDLESS 


A dark page in the iccord of the Sixty-third Congiess is tho one 


on which is written its action on the child labor bill. This bill, to 
quote the words of its sponsor, Congressman Palmer, "is the best 
thought of all the social workers of the. country * * * and has 
the unqualified approval and endorsement of every child labor as- 
sociation of America." 


It fixes a standard for child labor, and prohibits from interstate 


commerce the product of any niin c, of quarry, or any mill, factory, 
UE "workshop, which is produced by children below that standard, 
and the standard is this; sixteen years in mines and quarries, and 
fourtpen years in mills, factories, workshops, canneries, and manu- 
facturing establishments, and provides an eight-hour day, six days a 
week, and no night work. 


The bill passed in the House 233 to 43. But not until after Con- 


gressmen from Southern slates had made desperate efforts to defeat 
it. 
Conspicuous among those champions of the exploitation of chil- 


dren in industry were Congressman Ragsdale and Byrnes of South 
Carolina. They tried to frighten the House with the bogey of 
"states' rights." Their opposition brings to mind these four littl 
lines by Sarah N. CJcghorii in the New York Tribune:

El Paso, Tex., March 26.—Slavery 


Is being abolished in Yucatan, accord- 
Ing to a message from General Car- 
ranza, and large employers of labor 
are shipping their men out of the 
country rather than let them fall into 
the hands of the Carranza army, and 
this fact accounts for the labor short- 
age which has delayed the handling 
of the sisal crop.

stance of a statement given out by the 
Carranza consulate from its chief. 
'•The planters' 100 per cent profits 
may be reduced 50 or 60 per cent, but 
the poor Mexican laborers," Cavranza 
cabled, "will be made free."
